Let's Save Our Highwavs!

Some time ago. a "Save Our Highways" movement was 
started in Knoxville, Tennessee, as an organized protest 
against the destruction of roads by heavy trucks. The move- 
ment soon reached statewide proportions and attracted in- 
terest elsewhere. Here are the objectives of the Save Our 
Highways club that apply to all states and all communities. 
1. To protect the taxpayer's tremendous investment in 
the highway system. 


2. To reduce the hazards of accident, death and injury 
to all highway users. 


3. To require the payment of adequate user charges by 


commercial inter-city carriers. 


4. To prevent the destruction of highways and bridges 
by overloaded, box-car-size vehicles. 


5. To lessen the tax burden created by the construction 


and maintenance "f stronger-than-necessary highways for 
the benefit of the few. 


6. To enhance the pleasure, convenience and safety of 
the motoring public. 


7. To support and encourage our representatives in gov- 


ernment in all efforts to further these objectives. 


The cost of building, repairing and maintaining high- 


ways which are adequate for the huge trucks is approaching 
unbearable proportions. Overloading—even in states where 
weight laws are very liberal—is commonplace and adds fuel 
to the fires of road destruction- Those who use our roads for 
commercial purposes should be forced to pay their proper 
share of the costs. The taxpayer is heavily subsidizing the 
trucking industry and he can't afford it. The Save Our High- 
ways movement is a long step in the right direction. 


Stupid and Dangerous, Eh? 


A while ago, the Federal Security Administrator said 
that the people who are opposed to the federal compulsory 
health insurance scheme are "stupid and dangerous." 


If that is true, the category "stupid and dangerous" is 


certainly a distinguished one. As the Ft. Smith Times Rec- 
ord said editorially, "Some very famed scientists, whose con- 
tributions to health and comfort are beyond estimation, are 
opposed to the Administration's Federal medicine plan. 


"Some famed liberal leaders, both in congress and out, 
are opposed to the plan. 


_, 
"Some noted sociologists, whose business is the improve- 
ment of mankind's lot, are opposed to it. 


"And a deuce of a lot of Joe, Jim, John and George Does, 


who still retain a measure of independence and prefer to pad- 
dle their own canoes rather than suck at the breasts of a 'be- 
nevolent government* are opposed to it. 


"Are all those men 'stupid and dangerous?' " 
Since that was written, we have had an election, in which 
the present administration took a harsh setback from the 
.voters, and in which a lot of men who favored government 
medicine and the rest of the welfare state schemes were re- 
turned to private life. So the electorate must be "stupid and 
dangrous" too. 


Come to think of it, who is really "stupid and danger- 


ous"—those who believe in individual freedom, independence 
and self—reliance—or those who want to give the govern- 
ment life and death power over everyone and everything?

West obedi- 
ently cashed the king of diamonds 
and gave his partner a diamond 
ruff. 


"East next turned his attention 


to the hearts, leading to West's 
ace. West returnee! a. heart to 
East's king, thus stripping South's 
hand 
of everything 
but 
the 


trumps. 
When East now led a 


spade through. West was sure of 
two more trump tricks. South 
ruffed the queen, but West care- 
fullv refused to over-ruff. 


"South, my partner (as you may

South can expect to win 
about four tricks. Why should he 
make a bid that calls for eight 
tricks? South has no reason to feel 
that he is indicating a favorable 
lead. With both red queens in his 
hand, he should be perfectly will- f 
ing for North to make a normal 
opening lead if West plays the 
hand at no-trump. 


There is some point in making a 


dangerous overcall to indicate the 
only possible favorable lead; or if 
there is some good prospect »f 
making a game; or even if the 
opponents are very timid _about 
doubling for penalties. In this 
case, South's bid did not indicate 
a good lead, there was no possible 
prospect of game unless North 
had a. hand that was good enough 
for a bid of his own, and it is 
perfectly clear that West was not 
a bit timid about doubling.

Ohio VFW Post Sketches Plan 
For 20th Century Minute Men 


Greenville, O., Dec, 21— CAP)— 


A "minute man" type of civil de- 
fense combat corps made up of 
ex-servicemen is the plan being 
offered the nation today by this 
town's 354-man Veterans of For- 
eign Wars post. 


The post adopted a resolution 


embracing the plan, and suggested 
it be formed by the federal govern- 
ment as "a program of civil de- 
fense now—not in the future." 


20,000,000 Vets 


Post Commander Harold Spit- 


ler, a World War H veteran, said 
basic authority for such a group 
"rests in the constitution which 
grants the right of citizenry to 
bear arms." He estimated there 
are 20,000.000 able-bodied veterans 
of the two world wars •who are 
trained in the handling and use 
of basic army weapons. 


Ranks cf the "Minute Men''— 


named after the volunteers who 
stopped the British in the early 
days of the American Revolution 
—would be open to any veteran, 
regardless of age. 


Here's the plan as outlined by 


the VFW post: 


"The "minute man." upon join- 


ing, would pay S1.50 for a helmet, 
a lapel button, and two minute 
men stickers (one for his car and 
one for a window in his home). 
Each would be required to provide 
his own transportation, food and 
clothing, but while on active duty 
would be covered by armed forces' 
hospitalization and disability serv- 
ices and the 510,000 National Serv- 
ice Life insurance policy. 


Called When Needed 


They could be called for duty, 


the post plan set out, "only (1) to 
prevent sabotage or seizure of 
transportation, public utilities or 
services, industries, or the usurpa-j 
tion of civil functions of authority 
or (2) in the event or threat of 
enemy air. ground or sea attack." 


Under the plan, only the Presi- 


dent could call the minute men for 
service. They could not be used for 
strike duty, or similar civilian 
guard Jobs. 


Arms could be provided by ship- 


ping basic infantry weapons from 
armed force arsenals to local 
armories, the VFW post said—• 
and then army officers could be 
assigned periodically for "refresh- 
er training" programs.

and making it an easy prey of 
an enemy.
